After Phalarides 
death, the Agrigentini made

whatſoever might remem- 
ber them of former Tiran- 
ny. And the Romanes pub- 
I1quely ordained , that no 
Romane ſhould be ever cal- 
led after the name of Mane 
lizs ; for, becauſe his re- 
membrance was diſplcaſing, 
they would have his name 
utterly periſh. I wiſh that 
nomen, Or mentio ipſa, the 
names Engliſh, and Scot-

quics in aqualitate + which 
thing is ſpoken, not to 
breed , or maintaine parity 
in condition of men, for that 
equality were true inequali- 
ts nay iniquity, ſo to con- 
found the world. Bur theſe 
things are alleadged to ſhew, 
that our gracious SOVeraign 
may herein (I ſpeake under 
favour) be reſembled to 
TANYS, who had two fa- 
ces, to looke forward, to 
looke backward : for ſo his 
Majeſty is {et in the middeſt, 
ſole Soveraigne of all great 
Britaine , to looke on Eng- 
land, tolooke back to Scot-

Wherefote the good Em- 
perors Theodeſius, and V alen- 
tinianns writing to Ciprian 
Biſhop of Alexandria, were 
bold to commend their go- 
vernment, according tothe 
platforme, before deſcribed, 
faying : A pietate,que in deuns 
wi Rejpublice 1 conftitu- 
tis pendet , & multa utrinque 
eſt cognatio , & ſocietas, Se. 
Which moſt excellent pat- 
terne , and forme of govern- 
ment, is after the example 
of Chriſt, uniting all into 
one: and this the Pſalmiſtre- 
fembleth to that precrome oint- 
ment , powred on the bead of 
Aaron, and running downe his 
beard, evento the shirts of his 
cloathing :

clothing : for {o doth ſweet 
and precious union reſt 
chiefly in the head, which 
is but one, and from thence 
run all along, and alike to all 
the parts of the people, 
which are but one. 

But ſhame on Schiſme, 
whither it be civill , orec- 
cleſiafticall 3 for it renteth 
the ſcamleſieCoat of Chriſt, 
both in the Church and in 
the Civill ſtate , -cven inthe 
dofrine, andceremonies of
